Maness, William M. Morrow, 
Langdon S. Unger, and John 
P.N. Whittenberg — engaged 
in a faculty forum on current 
Issues last Friday afternoon 
in the University Center meet¬ 
ing rooms. Mr. Campbell 
served as moderator and 
opened the discussion with a 
short statement then extended 
an Invitation for anyone to 

ask questions. 

JANICE Nanney, a sopho¬ 
more in pre-law from Union 
City, began with “What are 
your views on a 50 percent 
Increase in property taxes 7” 

Mr. Morrow said he favor¬ 
ed a graduated property tax 
in which a separate scale is 
used for different types of 
land. 

“Why are we in Viet Nam ?’ 
opened the forum discussion 
to our present efforts in south¬ 
east Asia. 

One student asked what 
philosophy the U.S. could use 
to stop Communist aggression 
in Asia. Mr. Whittenberg 
answered that we should act 
on a person-to-person basis 
and have social policies to 
benefit the people. 

Mo6t questions directed to 
the faculty members related 
to the Viet Namese war, 
China, and Russia. Other 
questions concerned money 
(taxes and international eco¬ 
nomic policy). 

THE PURPOSE of this 
forum was to create students’ 
interest in current affairs and 
to stimulate thinking on U.S. 
policies. Approximately 250 
students attended the discus¬ 
sion.

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CIA Under Fire 

You may be being watched-right now. With the recent 
disclosure that the Central Intelligence Agency has been the 
government watchdog on subversive student activities, the stu¬ 
dent becomes a part of the spy spoof. 1 Big brother has his 
hand in everything, including our educations. This time he 
shouldn’t have his hand slapped when he was caught with his 
hand In the academic pocket. 

EVEN President Johnson may not have known the NSA was 
a CIA subsidized program. Of course Robert Kennedy, chair¬ 
man of the congressional committee allocating all CIA funds, 
told newsmen recently that the president was aware all along. 
The CIA Is the only government agency which doesn’t have to 
account for where it spends government funds. 

Close guarded secrets—spoof—proof stuff—are being brought 
to public attention. 

SOME OF the achievements of the CIA are legend. Then 
again, a sllp-of-the-cloak causes questions. Has the CIA over¬ 
stepped Its limits ? It Is an organization with a passion for 
secrecy and a penchant against publicity. A small highway sign 
shows its want of secrecy In Langley, Va. where a $46 mUllon 
CIA buUdlng lurks behind a “Public Roads" sign, Its existence 
common knowledge to local residents. 

The agency Is the best known and most frequently em¬ 
barrassed espionage outfit on earth. 

EVEN WHILE the cloak and dagger cover organization loses 
secrecy frequently, it still remains a mystery to congress. 
Senator William Fulbrlght of Arkansas has asked for a senate 
investigation. 

The question of whether our government check on espionage 
activities should be brought Into public view Is debatable. 

OF COURSE, who knows what the CIA Is doing? They an¬ 
swer only to themselves. The most alarming thing about the 
entire expose mess Is that they were exposed—caught In the act. 
Our spies were caught by amateurs. 

IT WAS A CIA piloted U-2 plane that brought back the photos 
of missile launching sites In Cuba a few years ago, and enabled 
the US to kill a security threat. In 1954 the CIA arranged the 
overthrow of the leftist Arbenz government of Guatemata. 
It out bid Communist agents for votes In the Congolese Parlia¬ 
ment to elect pro-westerner Cyritle Adoula as premier. It 
had a hand In the upheaval that broke the Communist grip on 
Indonesia and reduced President Sukarno to his present Inef¬ 
fectual status. By subverting a high Soviet Intelligence of¬ 
ficer, Col. Oleg Penkovsky, It established aplantin the Kremlin. 

The CIA has been subsidizing the National Student Union by 
sending students to International student conventions. Every other 
government finances student attendance. In order to combat 
the hordes of Commie students who dominated the conventions, 
the CIA has been subsidizing VSA groups. 

It’s obvious someone had to do it. The CIA had to since no 
other agency would act. 

MOSTLY, the Kook-Groups-long hair, and Trotsky glare 
In their eyes, professional protestors, the stereotypes who have 
the pacifist vocabulary and no solutions—are condemning our 
spies. 

Writing a few checks to allow Interested students to fight 
the Reds Is hardly a Bay of Pigs boo-boo.

At colleges and universities, In all 50 states, thousands 
of young women are entering the competition to become “Na¬ 
tional College Queen” or are nominating their classmates and 
friends. 

This collegiate event Is definitely not a beauty contest. 
The candidates will be judged on their scholastic ability, their 
leaderships and achievements on campus, and the clvlc-mlnded 
contributions they have made 
to their community. Secondary 
qualifications are personality, 
poise and good grooming. 

Among the 50 State Win¬ 
ners last year were five Phi 
Beta Kappas, and 26 young 
women who held scholarships. 

Winners served as volunteers 
In hospitals, orphanages and 
homes for retarded children. 

They work for the Red Cross, 
the Heart Fund and for their 
churches. Some of them wrote 
for their college publications, 
many served on Student Coun¬ 
cils, others were athletes and 
cheerleaders. 

With an eye toward mar¬ 
riage as their ultimate goal 
many of last year’s National 
Finalists combined gourmet 
cookery with other home¬ 
making skills. Their hobbles 
ranged from archery to set¬ 
ting up computer programs. 

Sky diving, water ballet, ten¬ 
nis and bowling filled some of 
their free time. 

Next June the 500 State 
Winners for 1967 will be flown 
to New York City, all ex¬ 
penses paid, for the 13th An¬ 
nual National College Queen 
Pageant. Each day, outstand¬ 
ing authorities from many 
fields will meet with the can¬ 
didates In forums and semi¬ 
nars, judging and grading the 
young women on their know¬ 
ledge and skills.

Candidates 
must be single, between tht 
ages of 17 and 22, and re¬ 
gistered In an accredited col¬ 
lege or university.

that keep his Institution func¬ 
tioning. At the same time 
he must respond to the de¬ 
mands of an Increasingly rest¬ 
less faculty and student body. 
But the monetary control of 
the politicians must not extend 
to the point where It violates 
a president’s Intellectual and 
educational control over his 
Institution. 

Kerr’s dismissal was a re¬ 
grettable mistake; yet it un¬ 
derlines one of the most 
pressing problems — external 
Influence and control — of the 
university today. 

It Is hoped that Kerr’s 
successor will manage to re¬ 
establish the Integrity of his 
position. Otherwise, as the 
Dally Californian suggests, 
four years from now “people 
will be wondering how he (Rea¬ 
gan) managed in such a short 
time to turn the University of 
California Into a second-rate 
•college on the coast.’ ”
